Taylor died his horse and 
rode to Browning, four miles away, and in- 
formed his brother William of the dis- 
covery of the dead bodies of the Meeks 
family in the straw stack.

SETTLERS ARE SURROUNDED. 


Gen. Coppinger and Four Troops of the 
Ninth Cavalry on Their Way to 
Jackson’s Hole. 


CHICAGO, July %.—A special from Boise 
City, Idgho, says: <A mail driver at Market 
Lake réports that a courier has arrived at 
Rexhurg. Idaho, from Jackson's Hole, with 
a report that a fight occurred Tuesday even- 
ing, and twenty white men were killed. If 
true, it is strange the courier has not yet 
reached here, as the driver says he was 
bound for this point to telegraph for help. 
There is no way of verifying the rumor. 


REGULARS ORDERED OUT. 


Four Troops of Cavalry Will Relieve 
the Settlers. 

CHICAGO, III., July 2%.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Cheyenne, Wyo., says: 
Gov. Richards has received a telegram 
from the Assistant Secretary of the Inte- 
rior,.notifying him that Brigadier-General 
Coppinger had been ordered to proceed at 
once to the scene of the Indian troubles and 
order such movement of troops as may be 
necessary to prevent a conflict between the 
Indians and settlers. Later, the Governor 
was advised by Gen. Coppinger that four 
troops of the Ninth Cavalry had been or- 
dered from Fort Robinson, Neb., to proceed 
to the Jackson Hole country to protect the 
settlers. 

As it will require at least three days to 
reach Jackson Hole with these troops, a 
battle between whites and Indians may be 
fought before they can be of service. The 
train beari the troops will take the Union 
Pacific via to Market Lake, and 
then march 170 miles to the seat of war. 
Gen. Copp „with Lieut. Hutchinson, 
his aide, and Chief Quartermaster Humph- 
rey, will leave Omaha on the first train for 
9 and will interecept the troops en 
route. 

There are in the Jackson Hole settlement 
sixty-fiVe men capable of bearing armas, 
thirty-five women d forty-five children. 
All of these are gathered at the settlement 
of Marysville, situated between Gros Ventre 
and Little Gros Ventre rivers. It is pos- 
sible that re-inforcements from the settle- 
ments east on the headwaters of the Big 
Wind River and from the Mormons to the 
south have reached them in response to 
couriers sent out during the last week 
asking for aid. It is estimated by the State 
authorities that no less than Indians 
are surroundin the settlement. If the 
whites have sufficient ammunition, it is 
confidently expected that they can stand 
74 the Indians until troops come to their 


The only practical way of reaching the 
settlement with soldiers is by way of Mar- 
ket Lake, Idaho, from which place the dis- 
tance is 102 miles to Marysville. The road 
for all of this distance, except twenty miles 
over the Teton Range, is a good one, and 
trpops can be mov rane: Seven com- 
panies of infantry at t Russell, three 
miles from this city, have been ordered to

LITTLE GIRL 
BURNED 10 DEATH 


Fatal Accident Which Befell 7- 
Year-Old Emma Brockstedte. 


PLAYMATES SAW HER BURN, 


Her Clothing Was Ignited While Play- 
ing With a Benfire in a 
Vacant Lot. 


A terrible acciddent, which resulted in 
the death of T-year-old Emma Brockstedte 
living at 2220 Oregon avenue, happened 
Wednesday evening. ° 

The child was playing with several little 
girls and boys about her own age in a 
vacant lot near her home. She got hold of 
a piece of burning paper, with which she 
started to biuld a bonfire. 

As she stooped over her clothing caught 
fire. She started to run, and the breeze 
famned the — ge 92 she became com- 
pletely enveloped in fire. The child’s fran- 
tic = attracted the attention of 
John Hall carpenter, who was at work 
near by. He ran to the rescue, and rolled 
the victim over and over on the und m 
an effort to put out the flames. e finally 
threw his coat around her, and the blaze 
was smothered. 

Almost every shred of the blazing clothing 
was torn from the little sufferer’s body 
before the flames could be quenched. She 
was burned almost to a crisp, and her cries 
were piteous in the extreme. Great blacken- 
ed scars marked the progress of the flames 
on her limbs and body, and in places the 
flesh was burned to a cinder. 

The victim was carried to her home and 
Dr. H. M. Starkloff immediately summoned. 
He dressed the frightful wounds on her 
limbs and chest with cotton and oll, but 
there was not one chance in a hundred for 
her recovery. She lingered in terrible agony 
till 10:30 o’clock Wednesday night, when 
death relieved her sufferings. 

Hall was badly burned about the hands 
and arms and had some painful- burns on 
his body and face as a result of his heroic 
efforts to save the child’s life. His hurts 
had to be dresséd by a physician and were 
of such a nature as to prevent him from 
working for several days at least.

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CONCERNING “HARMONY.” 


At occasional intervals during the last 
few months the Francis organ has broken 
out with ebullient appeals for harmony 
in the Democratic party. When the 
Democratic members of the Legislature 
at Jefferson City met in caucus 
and requested the State Commit- 
tee to call a State Convention, 
the organ appealed for “harmony.” 
When the committee met on June 1 and 
refused to call a convention there was an- 
other appeal for “harmony.” When, in 
spite of the State Committee, the ob- 
stinate Democrats in the counties kept 
on Gemanding a convention, the organ 
rebuked and chided them in the interest 
of “harmony.” 

The organ’s idea appears to be that 
the proper way to secure “harmony” in 
the party ts for the hundreds of thous- 
ands of Missouri Democrats who honest- 
ly believe that their own and their coun- 
try’s interests would be promoted by the 
free coinageofsiiver should meekly allow 
themselves to be misrepresented and 
their party machinery controlled by 4 
few hundred alleged Democrats whose 
personal interests lead them to espouse 
the cause of the single gold standard. 

Now that the Democrats of Missouri have 
insisted upon having their own way and 
expressing thelr own views, the organ— 
still no doubt in the interests of “har- 
mony”’—has taken to ridiculing. discred- 
iting and belittling their action.

There can be no doubt of that. Another 
article portraying the beauties of “har- 
mony” is about due. If the obstinate 
eleven jurymen would only yield and 
agree with the one juryman, there would 
be nothing in the way of the organ's idea 
of “harmony.” 
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THE LIBERAL PARTY'S COLLAPSE. 


The more closely the British elections 
are studied the stronger the conviction 
becomes that the result is due rather to 
a collapse of the Liberals than to the 
increased strength of the Conservatives. 

The defeat of the Liberals seems to 
have been caused by a revolt of the 
voters against Liberal leadership. There 
is an apparent analogy between the 
British elections and our own elections 
last fall when the sweeping Republican 
victory was due to the apathy or anger 
of Democratic voters. This theory is 
strengthened by the attitude of Mr. Glad- 
stone whose cold, brief message before 
the election indicated little sympathy 
with the course of the party, and whose 
message after the defeat suggests a posi- 
tive reflection upon some of the Liberal 
leaders. 

It is sometimes necessary to thoroughly 
defeat a party in order to reorganize it 
on a sound basis, restore its usefulness, 
re-establish the principles which it repre- 
sents and place its real leaders in control. 
The Liberal voters seem to have con- 
cluded that the good of the party de- 
mands that it be freed from the burden 
of aristocratic leadership which was in 
the way of its highest purposes and in- 
compatible with its natural growth. 

The outcome of the elections is probably 
the best thing that could have happened 
for Great Britain and for the Liberal 
party. Some of the notable Liberal de- 
feats may prove profitable. The result 
may enable the sound elements to get 
together on a platform and with an 
organization that will insure a victory 
worth winning. 


The O14 Unreliable attacked Council- 
man Ives this morning for attempting to 
restore the vetoed appropriation of $10,000 
for park watchmen and to retain four- 
teen watchmen on the payrolis. The at- 
tack would doubtless be a good thing if 
there were any ground forit. But Coun- 
cilman Ives has merely attempted to re- 
store $8,500 to the general park fund 
which was taken from it to supply the 
$10,000 special fund for the park watch- 
men.

PRESIDENT INGALLS PLEASED. 


The Railroad Passenger Business Was 
Never Better. 

NEW YORK, July -M. O. Ingalls, Presi- 
dent of the Chesapeake & Ohio and the 
Big Four roads, in discussing the rate situ- 
ation last night, said: “Railroad business 


in the West is good to-day. The great ther- 
mometer of the railroad situation is the 
r business, not the through traffic, 
ut the every-day steady travel. Our Big 
Four lines have 2,500 miles of track through 
a thickly settled country. The increase 
in our passenger business the past three 
months has been larger than any increase 
since 1892. It is better to-day than it has 
ever been for the same months of any 
year. 
The biggest crop of corn ever dreamed of 
is now in sight, and nothing short of a 
great convulsion of nature can affect it. 
Since July 8 railroads have been nearer 
to tariff rates than for five years past. A 
b per cent increase in the gross earnings of 
the lines represented at the meetings here 
would have made $2,000,000 more net earn- 
ings every month. Rates, I have found, 
would only have to be shaded up to attain 
this. On our Chesapeake & Ohio, for in- 
stance, this end would have been attained 
by the infinitesimal raise in rates of two- 
tenths of a mill per ton per mile.“

An Eleventh and Twelfth Story Will 
Be Added for the Aceommoda- 
tion of Seeret Orders.
